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Yamashita Hanged 
for Crimes; Buried 


in Nameless Grave 


Dies in Tattered Khakis; 


Two Torturers Also 


Meet Death 


Manila, Feb. 
23. — (AP)—Lt. 


Gen. 
Tomoyuki Yamashita, one- 


time bemedalled conqueror of Sin- 
gapore, was hanged on a flood- 
lighted gallows before dawn today 
as a Japanese war criminal, wear- 
ing patched and slouchy American 
khaki fatigues. 


His last words, a prayer "for the 


emperor's long life," the despoiler 
of Manila died in disgrace at 3:02 
a. m. in a cane field along with 
two subordinates; his body was 
sewed up in canvas; and he was 
carted away to a nameless grave 
among soldiers whose misdeeds 
sealed his doom. 


Denounced by Gen. MacArthur 


as having "failed utterly his sol- 
dier's faith," the stolid, 60-year- 
old man had been stripped of his 
uniform and all military appurte- 
nances before he was executed 30 
miles southeast of Manila near 
Los Banos where his soldiers a 
year ago butchered 2,000 Filipino 
civilians. 


Two Die With Him 


Two convicted torturers, a lieu- 


tenant colonel who once headed 
the dreaded Japanese secret serv- 
ice in the Philippines and a civil- 
ian interpreter, shared with him a 
death considered the most shame- 
ful by their countrymen. 


Yamashita and his subordinates 


\vould have preferred to die before 
a, firing squad, a fate awaiting Lt. 
Gen. Masaharu Homma for con- 
•doning such atrocities as the death 
inarch of Bataan. 


Yamashita, whose soldiers ran 


wild in defeat in 1944 and 1945 in 
losing the Philippines after Mom- 
ma's men had opened the way to 
conquest in 1942, walked up the 13 
steps to the scaffold in company 
with a Buddhist priest. 


"I will pray for the emperor's 


long life and his prosperity for- 
ever," were his last words. 


But, earlier, when the execution 


orders had been read to him, he 
had prepared a statement. Given 
out in broken English by an inter- 
preter, it was a mixture of self- 
defense and gratitude: 


"I was carrying out my duty as 


Japanese high commander of the 
Japanese army in the Philippine 
islands ... I don't ashame in front 
of God for what I have done when 
I have died. ... I have had a good 
treatment, kindful attitude from 
your good-natured officers. . . . 
don't blame my executioners. 
will pray God bless them." 


With him from an inner com- 


pound in a barbed-wire enclosure 
went Lt. Col Seichi Ohta, whose 
Kempei Tai (thought police) once 
made arrests even for what a 
helpless suspect might be think- 
ing. The third doomed man was 
Takuma Higashigi, nervousness re- 
placing his one-time gaiety in the 
presence of his guards 


Out past the sentry towers with 


their alert machine-gunners the 
party proceeded, then to a weed- 
covered field not far from the Los 
Banos internment camp. A spec- 
tacular rescue a year ago of allied 
nationals by American paratroop- 
ers and Filipino guerrillas at that 
camp had touched off a vengeful 
display of butchery by Japanese 
soldiers in the nearby village. 


Witnesses Pledge Secrecy 


The official execution witnesses 


had been alerted of the proceedings 
only a short time before. 
Thej 


were pledged to secrecy. 
There 


were no newspapermen or pho- 
tographers present.

Farmers Hit OPA 


Proposal to Cut 


Ceiling on Meat 


Farmers of the 13th congress- 


ional district, numbering almost 
400, at an organization meeting 
of the Illinois Cattle Feeders Assn. 
n Sterling Friday evening, went 
on record as favoring increased 
ceilings on livestock, and claimed 
that unless such action is taken 
most of the marketable livestock 
will be off the farms within 60 
days. 


A resolution adopted by the 


farmers'states that, "Owing to the 
condition and quality of the corn 
used as feed, much of the gram is 
unmarketable except through live- 
stock. . . . Wages and materials 
have been increased so that former 
profits are now admitted losses. 
After thorough investigation we 
find most of the marketable live- 
stock will be off the farms within 
60 days, owing to these condi- 
:ions". 


Hogs Disappear 


The government report on hogs 


on farms Jan. 1 showed "a real- 
y startling disappearance of hogs 
in what evidently were black mar- 
kets," Mark W. Pickell of Chi- 
cago, executive vice president of 
the Dlinois Cattle Feeders associa- 
tion and secretary of the Corn 
Belt Livestock Feeders' associa- 
tion, declared at the farmers' din- 
ner meeting. 


Disappearance of hogs during 


1945 
through federally inspected 


slaughter totalled 40,900,000 head, 
Pickell said, but disappearance of 
hogs from causes other than fed- 
erally inspected slaughter totaled 
43,619,000 head. It was the first 
time that 'other disappearance" 
had exceeded federal slaughter, he 
reported. 


Normally, 
Pickell 
explained 


"other disappearance," which in- 
cludes loss from disease and farm 
slaughter, amounts to about 40 
per cent to 60 per cent of that con- 
sumed in federally inspected slau- 
ghter. 


"There was no great amount Of 


disease, so the only inference is 
that the public wag willing'to pay 
prices higher than those fixed by 
the OPA in order to get meat," 
the speaker declared. 


Hits Production Forecasts 


"If the OPA and the depart- 


ment of agriculture cannot, with 
all of the information they have 
at hand, accurately forecast the 
grain consumption and meat pro- 
duction—and they have not been 
able to—then it is dangerous to 
the American people for them to 
continue to have any power to 
tell other what to do and use gov- 
ernment force to make them do 
it" 


Formation of an organization 


"strong enough to use CIO and 
U. S. Steel methods of not per- 
mitting any goods to come to 
market if authorities will not re- 
move the subsidies and ceilings on 
meat and livestock," was advo- 
cated by Chauncey B. Watson of 
DeKalb, who is viuc president of 
the state association. 


The meeting was attended by 


prominent livestock feeders of Jo 
Daviess, Carroll, Stephenson, Ogle. 
Lee and Wmteside counties, an 
area which annually produces and 
feeds thousands of cattle and hogs.

400,000 is poured through the mu- 
tuels by 20,000 to 30,000 persons. 


Three nightly dog racing tracks 


in this area reported $15,800,000 
was bet by people during the first

betting year. 


Gambling casinos in tills area 


have been pushed out across the 
county line by official action, but 
so much money has been lost in 
the most lavish of these establish- 
ments, its activities may get into 
the national wire news before the 
season is closed.

Herford, Germany,—One of the 


difficult problems of the allied 
forces of occupation in Germany 
has been the position of the large 
number of displaced persons from 
other countries. 


These "DP's" as the British 


soldiers call them, were mostly 
Hitler's slave labor and prisoners 
of war. In this zone there origin- 
ally were 2,450,000 who had to be 
loused, clothed, fed 
and kept 


warm. A million of these were 
Russians and another half million 
were Poles, the rest being mainly 
Italians, Dutch and French. 


British authorities have repat- 


riated all but 450,000 of these un- 
fortunate folk and would repatri- 
ate the rest glady. 


But most of these displaced per- 


sons dont want to go home at this 
time. The majority of them are 
Poles and they are holding back 
mainly for economic reasons, al- 
though some say they are fearful 
on political grounds. 


The authorities expect most of 


them will be ready to go back 
in the spring when the weather 
is good, but in the meantime they 
represent half million mouths to 
feed in a Germany which already 
is struggling with a food, fuel and 
housing shortage. 
* # * 


Mrs. 
Mack and I encountered 


a most interesting cross-section of 
DP's in the barracks. Some half 
of them are Jews who were po- 
litical prisoners in the nazi murder 
camps. The members of this colony 
live in small groups in the rooms 
of the many barracks buildings. 
They are provided with all ne- 
cessities and get better food ra- 
tions than are allowed Germans. 


Those who were prisoners in the 


awful concentration camps, get 
special privileges, for many ot 
them are in a weakened condition. 


There axe schools for the chil- 


dren, and the DP's run them. Some 
of these folk work outside for the 
British and get better pay than 
the Germans. 


Mrs. Mack and I talked with a 


number of groups among them one 
crowd of young Polish Jews, both 
boys and girls. We asked if they 
wanted to go back to Poland and 
there was a unanimous and rous- 
ing "no". "We want to go to 
Palestine", they chorused. Some 
want to be farmers. Others don't 
care so much what they do so long 
as "they get to Palestine. 
t * * 


One young Polish Jew, an elec- 


trician, and his wife, however, 
were anxious to get back home 
and by this time are on their way. 
They were among some 400 DP's 
who were being sent back to Po- 
land at their own request. 


The British are prepared to re- 


patriate all DP's as fast as they 
ask for it but there is no inclina- 
tion to force anybody to go home 
against his will. 


We took a look at the site of 


the Belsen concentration camp and 
saw the great graves in which 
are buried thousands of murdered 
people. 


The camp itself has been level- 


led and about the only thing left 
standing is the steel incinerator 
which the nazis were said to have 
used to burn Russian prisoners 
alive. In contemplating this hor- 
ror one couldn't help recalling that 
the British now are conducting po- 
lice schools in which men are be- 
ing trained in democratic methods 
to respect the rights of the citi- 
zen.
